Dear  Hr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  38th  Annual  Report  on  the 
Welfare  of  Rainford  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1968. 

I  am  most  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has  been 
satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  has  shown  a  decrease  being  19.7  per  thousand 
population  compared  with  20.5  for  the  previous  year.  This  is  in  excess 
of  the  cite  for  England  and  Wales  (16.9).  There  were  138  births  compared 
with  139  in  1967. 

There  were  51  deaths  from  various  causes  giving  a  rate  per  thousand 
of  tiie  population  of  10.7. 

There  was  1  infant  death  during  the  year  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate 
of  7  per  thousand  live  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being 
19.7.  There  was  1  stillbirth  notified.  No  maternal  deaths  occurred 
during  the  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  cases  notified  of  Diphther 
or  Poliomyelitis.

There  were  17  conversions  (1  pail,  16  privies)  to  fresh  water  closets 
during  the  year. 


164  new  dwellings  were  connected  to  the  sewerage  system. 
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PU3IIC  CLEANSING 


This  continues  tc  be  '  ne  cf  the  Councils  biggest  problems  due  to 
the  scattered  nature  cf  the  district  and  the  distance  away  from  the  main 
tip.  Expenditure  is  high  and  increased  housing  continues  to  make  the 
position  more  difficult.  The  present  tip  is  almost  exhausted  and  the 
Council  are  making  enquiries  to  find  further  sites.  A  further  Refuse 
Vehicle  has  been  ordered  and  together  with  the  p~  esent  vehicle  should 
give  a  better  service. 

A  pilot  'paper  sack'  scheme  has  been  introduced  at  24  centrally 
heated  Council  houses,  and  this  seems  to  be  working  satisfactorily. 

A  local  Contractor  is  regularly  employed  on  Tip  Maintenance,  fly 
control  etc.  Rentokil  Ltd.,  carry  out  necessary  Rodent  Control  treatments. 

HILL  TOP  TIP 


Tipping  of  waste  material  from  a  chemical  processing  works  in 
St.  Helens  gave  rise  to  complaints  of  a  'bad  eggs'  snell.  After  analysis 
it  was  found  that  the  material  gave  off  hydrogen  sulphide  but  not  in 
sufficient  quantity  to  be  a  health  hazard. 

The  owners  of  the  Tip  -  Ra inford  Potteries  Ltd.  -  agreed  tc  cancel 
the  contract  for  tipping  with  the  Company  concerned  and  to  cover  the 
exposed  material.  No  further  complaints  have  been  received. 

HOUSING 

Tenders  have  been  invited  for  the  erection  of  approximately  75  houses 
on  land  owned  by  the  Council  at  the  North  End.  It  is  hoped  for  acceptance 
of  a  suitable  price  and  carrying  out  of  the  work  in  the  comparatively  hear 

future . 

The  Council  are  in  the  process  of  purchasing  further  properties  in 
Victoria  Street  with  a  view  to  redevelopment  as  previously  mentioned. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Routine  inspections  of  farms  and  premises  throughout  the  district 
are  carried  out  and  action  taken  where  necessary.
